A FARMER has lost an entire crop 
of fruit after thieves made off with 
hundreds of rare apple trees dur¬ 
ing a late-night raid. 

The gang entered Little Sheephurst Farm in 
Marden sometime between 7pm on 
Wednesday, last week, and 
10.30am the following day 
and stole 330 apple trees. 

Owner Ken Jenner was 
alerted to the theft when his 
son, Nigel, 38, discovered the 
trees missing from their 
orchard during his daily 
patrol of farm. 

The stolen Ruben apple RARE CROP! 
trees were planted in March , * 

and were being exclusively KLIM apple 
grown by Mid Kent Growers. 

Mr Jenner, who lives near the farm, said: 
“The trees had just started to plant and they 
are rare for this area. You can’t just go into a 
shop or nursery and buy them as they are not 
on release to the public yet.” 

The new variety had been imported from 
Italy and Holland and Mr Jenner had planned 
for the apples to be eventually sold to super- 
markets.The trees are about 3ft to 4ft in 
height and worth £4.30 each, totalling a loss of 
about £1,420. 

He said: “It’s a huge loss. It’s a whole year’s 
worth of crop and we won’t be able to plant 
again until next year. I’ve never heard any¬ 
thing like this happening before. I have heard

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MP signals her 
support over 
rail campaign

BUSINESS leaders and 
MPs have joined hundreds 
of commuters in fighting to 
keep fast-track services 
from Maidstone to central 
London. 

Southeastern chiefs announced 
plans to scrap off-peak fast trains from 
Ashford International to London 
Cannon Street earlier this year, as 
reported by Yourmaidstone. 

In response, commuter Matthew 
Nash, who lives in Maidstone and 
relies on the off-peak service, launched 
the Keep Our Trains petition in April. 

This now has more than 700 signa¬ 
tures which have been gained through 
a website and campaigning - includ¬ 
ing talking to shoppers and handing 
out flyers in Fremlin Walk. 

Supporters of the campaign include 
Maidstone town centre manager Bill 
Moss; the Towergate Partnership; 
Bearsted parish council, Maidstone 
council’s railway champion, Liberal 
Democrat Cllr Malcolm Robertson; 
and Sir John Stanley, Conservative 
MP for Tonbridge and Mailing. 

Mr Nash has also gained support 
from Maidstone and Weald MP Ann 
Widdecombe and her potential succes¬ 
sor, Helen Grant. 

Mr Nash and his campaign partner, 
Huw Whitethread, from West Mailing, 
have devised a strategy with Ms 
Widdecombe in a bid to block the 
plans. 

He told Yourmaidstone: ‘We’ve met 
and agreed a strategy with Miss 
Widdecombe. She has been very sup¬ 
portive, honest and constructive. 

“As a result of that meeting we’ve 
been trying to persuade people not 
only to sign our petition but also to 
write to their MP. 

"This will give the MPs of the affect¬ 
ed areas - Miss Widdecombe, Sir John

and Hugh Robertson - the backing to 
challenge Lord Adonis, minister in 
charge of the Department for 
Transport, over the loss of these serv¬ 
ices.” 

Miss Widdecombe said: “I am 
delighted to offer my support to the 
campaign. 

“There is a great demand for the 
hourly Cannon Street service and its 
abolition would effectively reduce the 
number of services to London from 
Maidstone by a third. 

“Maidstone is the county town of 
Kent and deserves a fast and regular 
service to London. 

“At a time when Southeastern is 
investing so much in the rail network, 
I am appalled that my constituents 
are those who lose out.” 

The campaign team has also met 
with Southeastern to discuss the issue 
and came away from the meeting with 
an indication the railway company 
could be persuaded to keep some of 
the services. 

Mr Nash said: “The decision is not 
just Southeastern’s, it is also the 
Department for Transport’s. 

“Hence, our best bet is focus on 
methods to persuade the Department 
for Transport.”

Patients and staff who came into 
contact with him were offered the 
checks as a precaution. 

Dr Sara Mumford, director of infec¬ 
tion prevention and control, said: 
“Staff are being offered screening at 
the same time as patients. The risk to 
patients and staff is minimal.”

A FASCINATION with the 
unknown inspires a photography 
student to climb hundreds of feet 
through dark underground spaces 
to capture unique shots. 

Yourmaidstone last week revealed that 
Rebecca Crosbie had been named the winner of 
StARTle 2009 - an art competition celebrating 
the first anniversary of the Hazlitt Arts Centre. 

As the winner of the competition, launched by 
Maidstone council and supported by 
Yourmaidstone, Miss Crosbie won a free four- 
week exhibition in the Graham Clarke gallery, 
within the centre in Earl Street. 

Miss Crosbie was picked from 34 entries after 
her images of disused buildings and derelict 
sites impressed the judges. 

She first realised her love of photography as a 
pupil at Maidstone Girls’ Grammar School and 
continued with the subject at the University for 
the Creative Arts, Maidstone, where she is 
studying a MA in photogarphy. 

She stumbled across her passion for capturing 
shots of caves, mines and nuclear bunkers while 
working in town centre bar Drakes and a fellow 
photographer, Jon Barker, told her about a 
Kent-based underground photography group. 

Miss Crosbie said: “It’s a group of people who 
travel everywhere to visit disused mines and old 
hospitals and I started going along with them. 

“A lot of them do it for their love of history and 
finding out the unknown. I love doing it because 



of those reasons but mainly because I love pho¬ 
tography and I am more interested in taking 
pictures of the places.” 

The 22-year-old says she doesn’t mind delving 
into the darkness with her camera, spotlight 
and hardhat, but admits to the odd occasion 
when nerves have almost got the better of her. 

She said: “Jon is usually with me, partly for 
health and safety reasons. We are usually given 
specifications of the site, but there was one time 
in Wales when the details were wrong. 

“It said this mine was was 20 feet deep, but it 
was more like 200ft. It’s a bit unnerving to not 



know your surroundings.” 

Miss Crosbie, who lives near the Oakwood 
Park campus, has not exhibited outside of UCA 
before. 

She said: “I was shocked when I found out I 
had won the competition. It’s been such a mad 
time as I have just finished my final work for my 
third year and now I am exhibiting here. It’s 
really exciting and I’m really pleased.” 

A selection of her work taken from her collec¬ 
tions, Poetic Spaces, and Subterraneus, is now 
on display at the gallery until June 31. Opening 
times are 10am to 6pm.

of tree stealing in the winter, when 
they are in bundles, but not a crop.” 

Police are investigating but Mr 
Jenner is doubtful if the trees will 
survive. 

He said: “I’m not sure they would, 
unless the thieves are very clever 
and get the water right, but even if 
I get them back I don’t know if I 
would be able to save them.” 

Mr Jenner has already been 
approached by another farmer who 
thinks he may have seen the cul¬ 
prits. 

Mr Jenner said: “The farmer said 
he saw a group of people, with two 
yellow vans and one white van, 
hanging round on Wednesday 
afternoon. 

‘We have had visits from EDF 
lately, putting up new phone masts, 
so he thought they were from that 
company, but it looks like they may 
be the culprits.” 

The thieves would have needed a 
vehicle to transport the trees. Mr 
Jenner believes they would have 
needed a type of truck or large 
Transit-type van.

Cannabis found at 
crash pilot's home 


THE pilot of a light plane which 
crashed carrying a prisoner on day 
release was a convicted drug smug¬ 
gler. 

When police checked Sidney 
Clark’s home in Tonbridge Road, 
Maidstone, after the plane piled into 
an orchard near Lyminge, they 
found 400 cannabis plants. 

While Clark was awaiting trial at 
Maidstone Crown Court he skipped 
bail and when police tracked him 
down to a house in Shepton Mallet, 
Somerset, they found he was grow¬ 
ing more plants. 

During a hearing at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Friday, Clark, 59, 
described himself to detectives as a 
professional cannabis grower who 
earned £25,000 a year from it. 

He rented the cottage in Shepton 
Mallet under a false name and 
diverted electricity to grow the 
plants. 

Clark told detectives he expected 
to grow 60 ounces a crop, retailing at 
£100 an ounce. 

He said he sold the cannabis to ten 
to 12 friends and had earned 
£150,000 in the last six years. 

Clark has been jailed in Iran, 
Japan, and Bangkok, Thailand, for 
drug smuggling and freely admitted

to smoking dope for the last 44 
years. He said he got his income 
from growing cannabis and had 
never claimed benefits in his life. 

Clark has admitted to cultivating 
drugs at his home in Maidstone and 
in Shepton Mallet, as well as 
abstracting electricity to propogate 
the plants. 

The case was adjourned until June 
29. Clark was remanded in custody. 
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Jobless man tries to sell 
himself into work on eBay 

AN UNEMPLOYED man has resorted to 
alternative ways to get a job by tiying to sell 
himself in an online classified section. 

Andy Palmer, 30, from Maidstone, is a 
qualified mortgage advisor but was left with¬ 
out a job when his former employer 
Northern Rock collapsed in August last year. 

He has posted his CV on popular online 
auction site eBay with the hope that 
employers will bid to buy or rent his servic¬ 
es for a month. 

Something smells bunny 
as rabbit trap is stolen 

A TRAP used to catch plant-eating rabbits 
at a Maidstone industrial park has been 
stolen. 

The rabbit trap was dug up and removed 
from the ground near a mobile telephone 
mast in Eclipse Industrial Park, in 
Sittingboume Road, between 9pm on May 
26 and 7.45pm the following day. 

It would have taken about half an hour to 
unearth and a vehicle may have been used 
to transport it from the industrial park.

THE Tories increased the number 
of Maidstone and Mailing seats 
they hold at County Hall in the 
council council elections. 

They retained their seats in the Maidstone 
area and gained an extra seat in Mailing. 
They held on to four of their previous 
Maidstone districts, lost a Maidstone Central 
seat, but gained Maidstone South East. 

This leaves them with five of the eight 
Maidstone seats at County Hall, with the 
Liberal Democrats taking the other three - a 
gain of one. 

Maidstone Central, which had the most can¬ 
didates, was previously shared between Lib 
Dem councillor Dan Daley and Tory councillor 
Jeffrey Curwood. 

Cllr Daley kept his seat with 4,465 votes but 
Cllr Curwood lost out to Lib Dem councillor 
Malcolm Robertson, with 3,479. 

Cllr Daley said: “This is a great achieve¬ 
ment. Having a more equal split is better for 
democracy and I think the Conservatives 
understand that and even welcome it.” 

The Lib Dems also held on to Ian 
Chittenden’s seat in Maidstone North East. 

Cllr Chittenden told Yourmaidstone: “I am 
delighted; it was once thought it was going to 
be fairly close, but I have doubled the Tories’ 
vote.” 

Lib Dem parliamentary candidate for 
Maidstone and Weald Peter Carroll was at 
Detling Showground, where the count was 
carried out, to congratulate the Lib Dems. 

He said: “I came here today to see the 
Liberal Democrats take the two Maidstone

Central seats and it is tremendous victory.” 

Lib Dem group leader Trudy Dean also 
retained her Mailing Central seat, but David 
Lettington failed to keep the Mailing Rural 
North seat, which had been held by retiring 
Lib Dem councillor Geoff Rowe. This seat 
went to Conservative candidate Peter 
Homewood. The Tories held the other three 
Mailing seats. 

The Tories sealed their overall victory with 
an expected win for KCC leader Paul Carter, 
who held on to the Maidstone Rural North 
seat with 3,078 votes out of the total 5,313. 

He said: “It is great day for the 
Conservatives.” 

Another prominent seat for the 
Conservatives was Maidstone Rural East, 
which was previously occupied by the late 
Sandy Bruce-Lockhart.

“Many of the papers have said Labour is 
falling and this is now being shown at not just 
a national level but locally as well.”

Labour's disaster 
sealed in Europe 

LABOUR’S failure to win any extra European 
seats for south-east England contributed to 
the party’s disastrous set of election results. 

The Conservatives were first in the region 
with 812,288 votes, UK Independence Party 
(UKIP) were second with 440,002, Liberal 
Democrats third with 330,340, the Green Party 
fourth with 192,592 votes and Labour fifth. 

Labour’s share of the vote was down 5.4 per 
cent and the Green Party was up 3.8 per cent. 

Peter Skinner remains the region’s only 
Labour MEP. The Conservatives retained 
their four seats, UKIP kept its two, Lib Dems 
have two and the Green Party retained its one.

UKIP leader Nigel Farage kept his seat and 
will be joined by party treasurer Marta 
Andreasen, who replaces the outgoing inde¬ 
pendent Ashley Mote, who was elected as a 
UKIP member but had his whip removed in 
2007 after being found guilty of benefit fraud. 

Caroline Lucas remains the Green Party’s 
European representative for the South East.

'We owe you our freedom' 


NICK AMES reports from the 65th anniversary 
celebrations of D-Day, held in Normandy, where 
war veterans were joined by world leaders to 
remember the day the liberation of Europe began

FOR probably the last time they 
assembled on the beaches. 

The heroes of Normandy, 1944, who stormed 
the German positions and liberated France 
from the yoke of Nazi oppression. 

At the weekend the dignitaries all assem¬ 
bled - US President Barack Obama, Prince 
Charles representing the Royal Family and 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown. 

But the day truly belonged to those veterans 
who took part in the momentous events of 65 
years ago - and for all too many of them they 
realised it was the last time they would all be 
back together. 

Bearing the British standards on the beach 
at Arromanches were members of the 
Ramsgate Branch of the Royal Naval Assoc¬ 
iation and the Deal Branch of the Royal 
Marines Association. 

“It was lucky we brought our standards,” 
said Ramsgate chairman Ron Williams. 
“Otherwise we British would have been a bit 
under-represented.” 

The group had met early on Saturday morn¬ 
ing at various spots in Kent before making the 
arduous journey to Normandy by coach. 

All service veterans, they had come to pay 
their respects to the fallen at a parade along¬ 
side the beach which was taken by British 
troops on the day itself. 

Tom Thaxter of the Royal Scots Fusiliers 
remembers the events of 65 years ago. 

“I left 173 of my friends buried here,” he said. 
“It’s an emotional occasion - probably the last 
one of its kind with so many of us passing 
away each year. I was wounded in the left leg, 
just after we landed, the right leg outside 
Berlin, and the eye in Palestine. But so many 
of my friends didn’t make it at all.” 

Charles Giles, from Margate, is president of 
the local naval association. 

He said: “It’s true there are fewer and fewer 
of us. I was on a destroyer working on charts 
off the beaches and I saw them go in. I have 
admired their bravery ever since.” 

A few miles away, US President Barack 
Obama spoke at Omaha Beach, where the 
Americans landed. 


He said the bravery and selflessness of a few 
changed the course of a whole century. 

The Allies suffered 215,000 casualties on D- 
Day and in the Normandy campaign. 
Germany suffered similar losses as the Allies 
fought desperately up the beaches and in to 
the French countryside to form a bridgehead. 

Speaking at the US war cemetery in 
Colleville-sur-Mer, Mr Obama said it was the 
sheer improbability of the D-Day victory that 
had made it so memorable. 

He said: “Friends and veterans, what we 
cannot forget - what we must not forget - is 
that D-Day was a time and a place where the 


bravery and selflessness of a few was able to 
change the course of an entire century. 

“At an hour of maximum danger, amid the 
bleakest of circumstances, men who thought 
themselves ordinary found it within them¬ 
selves to do the extraordinary.” 

Speaking before Mr Obama, French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy thanked the Allies 
for their efforts in liberating France and the 
rest of Western Europe. 

“I want to say thank you to the survivors of 
this tragedy who are here today with us... we 
owe you our freedom,” he said. 

Mr Brown was booed by a small group in the

waiting crowd and one person shouted: 
“Where’s the Queen?” 

But he got a laugh from some members of 
the audience when he referred to Omaha 
Beach as “Obama Beach”. 

The French government previously denied it 
had intended to snub the Royal Family after 
failing to invite the Queen to the commemor¬ 
ations, with Prince Charles travelling to 
France after a last-minute invitation. 

Mr Brown gave a speech in which he praised 
“men of courage and bravery”. 

UK Chief of the General Staff, Gen Sir 
Richard Dannatt, told the veterans: “I know 
that I speak on behalf of all soldiers, all over 
the world, when I salute the focus, determina¬ 
tion and professionalism of all of you and your 
comrades who stormed into northern France 
from the air and from the sea in June 1944.” 

Earlier, Mr Brown and the prince laid 
wreaths inside Bayeux Cathedral during a 
service organised by the Royal British Legion.

A SCHOOL is celebrating a glow¬ 
ing Ofsted report - despite fearing 
the worst when the inspectors had 
to be evacuated following a case of 
burnt toast. 

The Mailing School has been rated “good” 
with many “outstanding” features following a 
visit by the country’s education watchdog at 
the end of April. 

The two-day inspection ran like clockwork, 
but it could have gone terribly wrong when the 
fire alarm sounded on the first morning. 

The whole school at the East Mailing site 
had to be evacuated and it was later revealed 
it was because somebody burned some toast. 

But the alarm gave the students the oppor¬ 
tunity to show their excellent behaviour and 
impress the inspectors with their calm and 
orderly response - so much so that it was com¬ 
mented on in the report. 

The report praised the school’s strong and 
varied curriculum, and in particular the care, 
guidance and support offered. 

It described the school as having “a clear 
vision for the future - an expectation of suc¬ 
cess”. 

The school’s specialist language, dyslexia 
and autism unit, the Tydeman centre, also 
received the highest possible praise from the 
government assessors. 

Principal Carl Roberts has credited both the 


staff for their innovative approach to teaching 
and care for the individual, and the students 
for their work ethic and their pride in the 
school. 

He said: “I am very proud of the staff and 
students at our school and am pleased that 
their hard work has been formally recognised. 

“Our aim is to be an outstanding school and 
the local school of choice. 

“This report demonstrates we have to capac¬ 


ity to achieve that goal in the very near future. 
The report confirms the opinion of every par¬ 
ent and child who has visited the school this 
year prior to applying for a place for 
September. 

“They have all been impressed not only by 
the state-of-the-art buildings and learning 
environment, but also by the excellent behav¬ 
iour and strong learning ethos of the stu¬ 
dents.”

Revisiting her freedom

EMMA Thompson has a "couldn’t 
care less’ attitude that makes her 
irresistible - and her next move 
will see her bowing out of the lime¬ 
light for a year. 

With her latest film, Last Chance Harvey 
released on Friday, Thompson is now finishing 
filming the second Nanny McPhee movie, 
which she has written and stars in. Then the 
two-time Oscar winner intends to reward her¬ 
self with a break, having turned 50 in April. 

“It is a big milestone,” the actress says. “It is 
one of the biggest because when you reach it 
you can say ‘I’m going to be a naturalist now’. 
You can say whatever you want. 

“Funnily enough, my great friend, the actor 
Derek Jacobi, recently turned 70 and I said, 
‘what was that like compared to 50 or 60?’ 

“He said, ‘it’s very different. At 50 you can do 
what you want, at 60 you have to do what you’re 
doing - at 70, you have no choices left’. So with 
a view to making the right choices, I’m taking a 
year off. It’s my birthday present to myself.” 

While other more insecure stars would be 
fearful of people forgetting their name, 
Thompson is ready to embrace a period of 
calm: “As an actor and writer, sometimes I 
think you have to stop creating and let your 
brain relax. I think it hones the appetite.” 

Despite her advancing years, Thomspon still 
retains a youthful spirit that drives her on. 

Last year she was caught by paparazzi danc¬ 
ing around a lamp-post, her designer dress 
hitched up as she flashed her legs and pulled 
faces for the cameras on the way home from 
the after-party for the Brideshead Revisited 
premiere in London. Despite the adulation 
and awards, her unpretentious manner is 
clear to see - it’s why the ‘everywoman’ roles 
she plays resonate with audiences. 

Thompson delivers yet another striking per¬ 
formance in Last Chance Harvey, where she 
plays Kate, a woman who appears to go about 
her life without expectation or ambition. Then 
one day she meets a fellow lost soul in the 
shape of Harvey, played by Dustin Hoffman.

written and directed by relative newcomer 
Joel Hopkins. Without Thompson’s support, 
it’s unlikely the studio, Overture Films, would 
ever have given the project the go-ahead. 

‘Yes, that is true,” she says, laughing. “Well, 
kind of... It was serendipity because I had just 
worked with Dustin on Stranger Than Fiction 
and he wanted to do it. That connection we 
had was what made the movie happen.” 

But before she has a chance to shy away 
from the spotlight to enjoy her birthday gift to 
herself, she has to finish making the Nanny 
McPhee sequel, which she chose ahead of con¬ 
tinuing her role in the Harry Potter series. 

“I’ve been writing it for three years and I’m 
really excited about it,” she says. “It is set 100 
years after the last film and the only thing the 
same is (her character) Nanny McPhee.” 

Only then, when the cameras have stopped 
rolling can Thompson sit back and enjoy the 
fruits of her success.

Our pre-theatre meal was at Sticky Fingers, 
an American-style diner in Philimore Gardens, 
Kensington, owned by Rolling Stone Bill 
Wyman. Funky, bright and welcoming, it was a 
pleasant place to eat and refreshingly priced for 
a celebrity haunt. The excellent food presented 
true value for money - having ordered the 
ribs for £14.45, we were presented with a 
massive rack that made a proper meal, 
while the smoked chicken cobb salad at 
£12.95 was equally substantial. 

The Lyceum Theatre is a short walk from 
Temple or Covent Garden tube stations and 
we were glad we had booked, as there were 
long queues outside the box office. 

Anticipation was palpable in the theatre 
as the curtain went up, with many audience 
members already discussing plot and char¬ 
acters with fond familiarity.

Displaying awesome ingenuity with set and 
costume design, the award-winning produc¬ 
tion conjures up giraffes, rhinos and even a 
small elephant. 

Wisely perhaps, the costume designers 
have gone for rather abstract approxima¬ 
tions of animals for the main characters, 
though some actors are more encumbered 
than others. The young Simba, our tale’s 
fledgling hero, wears little more than a tail 
to depict his lion identity in the first half. 

Imaginative, thrilling and unexpectedly 
moving in places, the show was hugely 
entertaining. It never scrimped on the visu¬ 
al effects to convey The Lion King’s exotic 
setting and more dramatic episodes, while 
one enormously atmospheric scene - in 
which the adult Simba converses with his 
late father - drew audible gasps from the 
audience. 

The film’s memorable score has been 
expanded so the show now boasts 15 songs.

Student digs 'good bet 
during credit crunch' 

RESEARCH has found that student 
accommodation is still attracting 
investors. 

Estate agents Savills discovered rental 
growth and high occupancy rates contin¬ 
ued to attract investors into the digs sec¬ 
tor, though the ‘limited availability of 
appropriate investment vehicles risks 
frustrating attempts by individual 
investors to benefit from the sector’. 

The average rents for purpose-built 
student housing (PBSH) grew by five per 
cent between 2007/2008 and 2008/2009, 
with 7 per cent seen in the capital. 

Demand for PBSH continued, despite 
the economic downturn, with under¬ 
graduate applications up by 9 per cent 
for 2008/2009. 

Savills also found that the number of 
new students was outpacing the new 
supply of accommodation by a factor of 
ten nationally. 

Jacqui Daly, director of Savills 
research, said: “High demand, low sup¬ 
ply growth, rising rents and high occu¬ 
pancy rates make student accommoda¬ 
tion an investment vehicle of choice dur¬ 
ing uncertain economic times. 

“An underlying supply/demand imbal¬ 
ance points to a robust outlook for the 
sector, while the strengths of the busi¬ 
ness model mean that capital values 
have not fallen to the same degree as 
other commercial or residential real 
estate.” 

Rental levels may have 
hit bottom, say experts 

ACCORDING to the FindaProperty 
Rental Index, May saw property rental 
prices remain steady, leading to cautious 
optimism that rental prices may have 
reached the bottom. 

For the first time since August 2009, 
property rental prices did not show a 
month-on-month drop. 

The average monthly rent remained at 
£819, although this is 5.5 per cent lower 
than the same time last year. 

Houses and flats continue to react dif¬ 
ferently to the rental market conditions. 

There has been a fall in the supply of 
rental houses which is leading to a mod¬ 
est increase in rents being demanded, 
say analysts. 

They add that there is a rising number 
of flats available, leading to a fall in 
rents. 

A rental property is now on the market 
for 65 days, up 16 days on this time last 
year.

THE property market has been 
boosted by news that house prices 
have risen for the second time in 
three months. 

Nationwide’s monthly figures for May 
showed that house prices rose by 1.2 per cent, 
taking the annual decline to 11.3 per cent - a 
sharp improvement from 15 per cent. 

The findings are the latest in a market 
which has become more optimistic in recent 
weeks, following an unprecedented gloomy 
start to the year. 

But Nationwide warned that what it called a 
‘spring bounce’ in prices does not necessarily 
signal the last of the house prices falls. 

Martin Gahbauer, Nationwide’s chief econo¬ 
mist, said: “Although the short-term trend in 
house prices has clearly improved from where 
it was at the beginning of the year, it is still too 
early to say that the market is turning defini¬ 
tively. 

“During the downturn of the early 1990s, 
there were many months during which prices 
rose, only to fall back down again in subse¬ 
quent periods. 

“Nonetheless, the improvement in house 
price trends is consistent with signs of stabili¬ 
sation in several other economic indicators 
and suggests that any further price declines 
may occur at a less rapid pace than in 2008.” 

Other evidence of an upturn in the market

has been spotted by market analysts in recent 
days. Michael White, chief executive of online 
mortgage adviser Email Mortgages.com, 
added: “Those looking for further evidence of 
green shoots will point to increased first-time 
buyer activity in the market, positive noises 
from estate agents and the recent Rightmove 
average asking-price figures, which also 
showed an increase. 

“However, the fact remains that it is very 
early days to be suggesting a full-blown recov¬ 
ery in the UK housing market.”

HOMEOWNERS overestimate the value of 
their homes by more than £35,000, according 
to research by Abbey Mortgages. 

It discovered that the average homeowner 
estimates their home to be worth £190,175 - 
an overestimation of £37,280 compared with 
the Land Registry house price figures, which 
put today’s average house price at £152,895.

Those living in the East and South East 
were the most optimistic, estimating their

But with unemployment still rising and 
credit conditions remaining tight, experts say 
demand is likely to remain low for some time, 
while supply will be constricted as sellers are 
reluctant to put their home on the market 
when prices are depressed. 

If demand starts to rise while supply levels 
stay low, prices could begin to rise again. 

“For the moment, however, it is unclear how 
the balance between supply and demand will 
ultimately work through in the coming 
months,” Mr Gahbauer said.

Nissan is cashing in on 
Qashqai functionality 

NISSAN’S wisdom in opting out of the 
mainstream hatchback market and 
banking on the multi-functional Qashqai 
was proved last month.

Optimal Avensis' rakish 
style shows classy touch 



ROAD TEST 


THERE’S no hiding place in the 
family car sector today 

‘Mondeo Class’ contenders must battle on 
image and style as well as value, having seen 
a once huge market share hunted down by 
4x4s, MPVs and executive class rivals. 

So Toyota’s latest Avensis gained a big hike in 
style and quality to add to past attributes - reli¬ 
ability, value and practicality. Sharp, aggressive 
new lines show how dated the previous car had 
become, while the hatchback option has been 
dropped to leave a straight choice between 
classy saloon and Tourer (estate) - Toyota 
reckons the latter will now take half of sales. 

I can’t argue with that after a week with a 
high-spec 2.0-litre T4 (£20,410 - Tourer prices 
from £15,760); the car is sharp-suited yet loses 
little in practicality and drives better than 
before, helped by an extended wheelbase and 
track within similar overall dimensions. 

It is also economical thanks to the Japanese 
motor giant’s ‘Optimal Drive’ engine technolo¬ 
gy, crucial to designing the brand’s tiny IQ city 
car, but now filtering through to larger models 
through low friction components, lighter and 
more compact design elements and enhanced 


combustion, bringing better emissions and 
economy yet delivering more power and driv¬ 
ing enjoyment. 

With tougher times here, this mix of style 
and money-saving technology should help 
keep the Avensis high in customer satisfaction 
surveys, though not yet threaten German 
executive rivals. Nevertheless, the Toyota 
looks and feels upmarket with the Tourer 
highlighting the current trend for divergence 
between the roof line and rearmost window 
frames to deliver a racy rear end with excel¬ 
lent headroom. The cabin is gimmick free and 
passes the touch test for quality, but can seem 
character-less - the £600 optional panoramic 
roof fitted to our car is a cure. 

The 150bhp 2.0-litre petrol fitted is respon¬ 
sive and refined and a slick six-speed manual 
shift allows an average of around 40mpg - 
unheard of at this capacity only a few years 
ago - but a new highly-rated 145bhp 1.8-litre 
sister is likely to be the preferred option for 
this fuel and the 2.0 and 2.2-litre diesels will 
surely dominate sales. 

The Avensis chassis is set up more for ride 
comfort than tight handling, but can still be 
caught out by poorer surfaces.

Stones keen to profit 
from SmaEng's debut

MAIDSTONE United are due to 
hold talks with Premier League 
side Fulham following former 
defender Chris Smalling’s first- 
team debut last month. 

The former Stones defender, who joined the 
Premier League club on a three-year deal last 
summer, made his debut for the Cottagers 
against Everton on the final day of last season. 

The 19-year-old joined Roy Hodgson’s side 
without a fee on a ‘gentleman’s agreement’, 
which stated that on his first-team debut, 
Maidstone would receive a settlement. 

Bowden-Brown told Yourmaidstone: “We 
have not heard anything yet. We did the deal 
with Les Reed, the youth coach, at the time 
and he is no longer at the club. However, a pos¬ 
sible youth partnership was mentioned and 
we are going to follow that up in the next two 
weeks.” 

The Stones have confirmed they will be play¬ 
ing their football at Ashford Town’s 
Homelands Stadium after agreeing a three- 
year groundshare deal. 

Stones chairman Bowden-Brown was 


delighted to end the uncertainty surrounding 
the club’s future and believes the deal will be 
beneficial. 

He said: “I am relieved we have got some¬ 
thing sorted. With the first-class facilities at 
the stadium and the possibility to loan out 
executive boxes, it should help out both us and 
Ashford.” 

A possible shuttle bus scheme to transport 
Stones fans to the Homelands is being consid¬ 
ered. 

Elsewhere at the club, striker Lloyd 
Blackman has turned down a new contract 
offer, according to joint-manager Lloyd Hume. 

Blackman scored 11 goals for the Stones last 
season, as they finished 15th in the Ryman 
Premier League. 

Hume admitted the contract offer given to 
Blackman was low due to a budget reduction 
for next season. 

He said: “Lloyd is a great player and we 
would have loved to keep him, but we only 
have limited funds available to us. We offered 
him a new deal, but we were unable to meet 
Lloyd’s requirements.” 

With forwards Meshach Nugent and James 
Pinnock agreeing new deals, Hume believes he 
will need one more striker to complete his 
strike-force for next season. 

He added: ‘We will probably have to take a 
gamble on a striker, who has proved himself in 
the lower leagues.”

He said: We’re feeling good so, hopefully, 
that’s the end of the problems and we can 
get some good laps in during the remaining 
sessions so we’re 100 per cent ready.” 

Reeves and Farrance were due to take 
part in their first race on Saturday, but wet 
weather saw all races on island abandoned.
